I, Michael B. Ray, hereby declare that: 



1 . I am making this statement of facts in support of filing on behalf of a nonsigning 
inventor under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) with regards to U.S. Patent Application No.

2. I am a Director at the law firm of Sterne, Kessler, Goldstein & Fox P.L.L.C., 
1 100 New York Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20005 (hereinafter referred to 
as "SKGF"). 

3. Mr. Thierry Furet, Mr. Benard Agasse, Ms. Claire Frezal-Hugonet, Mr. Hongtao 
Liao, Mr. Jacques Moly, Mr. Christophe Declerck, and Mr. Liang Rui Yang are 
the inventors named in the present patent application and its parent patent 
applications. 

4. It is my understanding and belief that the invention described and claimed in the 
present patent application was made when the inventors were employed by 
CanaH Societe Anonyme 85/89, quai Andre Citroen, F-75711, Paris Cedex 15, 
France (hereafter referred to as "CanaH-").

B. Some time before February of 2001, Mr. Bmno Weihs, who was the 
Manager of Intellectual Property for Canal-i- at that time, sent a letter to an 
address for Mr. Moly requesting that he execute a Combined Declaration 
and Power of Attorney. This letter was retumed to Mr. Weihs unopened 
because Mr. Moly was no longer living at that address. 

C. On several occasions after February of 2001, Mr. Weihs attempted to find 
the correct address for Mr. Moly, but Mr. Weihs was unsuccessfiil in his 
searches. 
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D. On or about September 17, 2003, Mr. Philippe Cassagne, who was the
